Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey 
and George S. McGovern were 
locked in a prolonged vote 
countdown today to determine 
the victor in Ohio’s presidential 
prim ary with McGovern m ak­ 
ing a surprisingly strong bid for 
an upset victory. 
In Tuesday’s other m ajor pri­ 
m ary , 
H um phrey outpolled 
Gov. George C. W allace in Indi­ 
ana by a close m argin. 
The vote in Indiana with 93 
per cent of the precincts report­ 
ing was 46 per cent for Hum­ 
phrey and 42 per cent for Wal­ 
lace. This gave Humphrey 54 
delegates and W allace 22. all 
pledged only on the first ballot. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, whose 
name was also on the ballot got 
12 per cent of the vote. 
McGovern claim ed a psychol­ 
ogical victory over his Minneso­ 
ta rival in Ohio even before the 
tabulation was complete. Hum­ 


phrey said the closeness of the 
contest showed that the Demo­ 
cratic nomination contest was 
boiling down to a two-man race 
b e t w e e n 
h i m s e l f 
a n d 
McGovern. 
With 60 per cent of the pre­ 
cincts in. Humphrey was lead­ 
ing McGovern 41 to 39 per cent 
in the statewide race for 38 at- 
large delegates. Muskie was 
third with 10 per cent: Jackson 
fourth with 8, and Eugene J. 
M cCarthy had 2 per cent. The 
other 115 delegates were being 
selected by congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
The Ohio results proved deci­ 
sive enough for Sen. Henry M. 
Ja c k so n of W ashington who 
bowed out of the future pri­ 
m aries after a poor showing in 
the Buckeye state. In most of 
the state.

Developing Dollar 
Estate Planned 


An 80-unit townhouse and con­ 
d om in iu m d e v e lo p m e n t is 
planned for the nearly 100-^ear- 
old Dollar estate in San Rafael, 
it was disclosed yesterday. 


San Rafael attorney Thomas 
E. Schaal, who signed a recent 
agreem ent to buy the 11-acre 
property, said the project at the 
moment calls for a six-story 
condominium of 48 units and 32 
townhouse units, pending city 
approval. 


The attorney said more than 
85 per cent of the land would 
rem ain in open space. 
The plans cam e to light as 
Schaal filed an application with 
San Rafael planning officials to 
rezone the property at 1408 
Mission Avenue, behind the city 
library, from multiple and sin­ 
g le - f a m ily r e s i d e n t i a l to 
planned community. 
According to Schaal, the 93- 
year-old mansion on the site 
would be razed. However, much* 


of the e sta te ’s lush growth 
would be saved, blocking visi­ 
bility of the development from 
Mission Avenue or downtown 
San Rafael, he said. 


Schaal said he believed his 
plans, incomplete at this time, 
have taken into account the 
character of the estate, known 
in its heyday years ago as 
Falkirk. 
“ I feel that it’s a unique piece 
of property. . .that should be 
planned and treated with sensi­ 
tivity not only for the people 
who will reside there. . .but for 
adjoining property owners and 
the community as a whole,” 
Schaal said. 
The attorney said dense vege­ 
tation extending 120 feet back 
from Mission Avenue would be 
preserved, 
as well as many 
huge oaks and pines on the 
rectangular-shaped property. 
The estate once was occupied 
by the late Capt. Robert Dollar,

Mrs. Torres was shot in the 
abdomen, while her son suf­ 
fered bullet wounds in the left 
chest and left thigh. 


The shooting occurred at 9:40 
a.m . outside a white stucco 
home at 718 Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard, near the Kentfield- 
Larkspur line. 


Sheriff’s Lt. William F. Jo ­ 
hansen said Carroll had tele­ 
phoned the Kentfield substation 
of the sheriff’s office about 30 
minutes before the shooting to 
report threats had been m ade 
against him. Other details of 
the distress call were unavaila­ 
ble. 


Later, Sheriff’s Capt. Harvey 
Teague said the gunplay m ay 
have been the result of a do­ 
m estic quarrel. He said the 
victim s apparently were sum ­ 
moned to the home by a woman 
— perhaps a relative of Torres 
— to intercede in a dispute 
involving a living arrangement. 


A witness, who declined to be 
identified, said he watched the 
gunplay as it broke out sudden­ 
ly outside the neatly kept home. 


The observer, a young man 
who happened by, said he saw a 
m an and woman, later identi­ 
fied as the Torres, stride up the 
steps of the home and knock on 
the door. A man appeared. 


“ There was a shoving match 
at the door and then the man 
inside shot.” the witness said. 
The observer said a bullet 
narrow ly m issed him . “ One 
cam e near my head and I hit 
the ground,” he said. 
It was unknown how many 
shots were fired. 
The 
w itness 
said T orres 
“ stumbled back and fell down 
the steps.” Torres’s mother fell 
at the top of the steps. The 
gunm an returned inside the 
home, the witness said. 
Sheriff’s officers found what 
appeared to be a .32-caliber 
au to m atic in side the house, 
which sheriff's officers said is 
owned by a woman named Lu­ 
cille Dorothy Deckm an. 


At least one child w as in the

Capital Punishment Dealt 
Crushing Blow By Senate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
drive to restore capital punish­ 
ment in California was dealt a 
crushing blow Tuesday night 
when the Senate narrowly re­ 
jected a proposed amendment 
to the state constitution. 
The action m eant death pen­ 
alty advocates now will focus 
their efforts on a signature- 
collecting cam paign aimed at 
qualifying a restoration m ea­ 
sure on the Novem ber ballot. 
On a 25-13 vote—two short of 
thé number necessary—the Sen­ 
ate turned down after an emo­ 
tional d ebate a p rop osal to 
overturn the C alifo rn ia Su­ 
preme Court’s Feb. 18 decision 
that the death penalty is cruel 
and unusual and thus unconsti­ 
tutional. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael, 
w a s 
am o n g 
th o se 
v o tin g 
against. 
Opponents argued only the 
poor, the uneducated and mi­ 
norities are executed in San 
Quentin’s gas cham ber. Sen. 
Nicholas C. Petris, D-Oakland, 
term ed cap ital 
punishm ent 
“ barbaric, demeaning and un­ 
becoming of a modern civilized 
society.” 
The m easure’s author, Sen. 
G eorge D eukm ejian , R-Long 
Beach, maintained the death 
penalty is a deterrent to mur­ 
der and admonished his col­ 
leagues: “ Think m ore of the 
man standing on the barrel end 
of that gun than the m an whose 
finger is on the trigger.” 
Despite the adverse vote, the 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
m ent w as kept aliv e when 
Deukmejian was granted per­ 
m ission to later bring it up for 


reconsideration. That could be 
weeks. 


Deukm ejian needs two more 
yes votes to send the amend­ 
ment 
to the Assembly. The 
Republican law m aker said he is 
counting on the vote of Assem ­ 
blyman W. Craig Biddle. R- 
Riverside, who is running for a 
Senate vacancy. But even then 


the author would have to con 
vert at least one no vote to yes. 
The only absent senator Tues­ 
day night was Democratic floor 
leader George R. Moscone of 
San Francisco who has led the 
legislative fight against capital 
punishment. He had the flu.

U.S. Calls Talk Of 
Truce Plans False 


PARIS (UPI)—'The newspaper 
F ran ce-So ir said W ednesday 
the United States had proposed 
a seven-day truce in the Viet­ 
nam War, but the U.S. State 
Department said the story “ is 
totally without foundation in 
fact.” U.S. spokesmen in Paris 
also denied the report. 
The m ass circulation newspa­ 
per. quoting what it called a 
“ good source.” said the United 
States had made the proposal to 
the Communist delegations in 
new secret negotiations in Paris 
and that Hanoi appeared ready 
to accept it.

Airport Closure? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Los Angeles International Air­ 
port may have to be closed 
because of a ruling by the State 
Supreme Court, City Attorney 
Roger Amebergh warned yes­ 
terday. 
Amebergh. insisting that he 
was serious, recommended in a 
letter to Mayor Sam Yorty and 
the City Council that they begin 
considering action to close the 
airport within 30 days. 
Amebergh made his report 
after the State Supreme Court 
ruled that owners of property 
near airports may sue the city 
airport authorities for the dam­ 
age and nuisance caused by 
aircraft noise, fumes and other 
side effects. 
Amebergh said the decision 
faced the city with the prospect 
of “unlimited and unforeseable 
liab ility ” and said property 
owners could win judgments 
beyond the ability of the city’s 
taxpayers to pay. 


Bribe Charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Twenty- 
three policemen and one police­ 
woman pleaded not guilty yes­ 
terday to charges they accepted 
bribes from gamblers amount­ 
ing to approximately $1 million 
over a period of four years. 
Bail was set at $1,000 each for 
the 24, who if convicted face a 
maximum of 21 years in jail. 
D istrict A ttorney Eugene 
Gold of Brooklyn said some 40 
professional gam blers m ade 
payments of about $20,000 a 
month while the ring was in 
operation. The policemen under 
indictment allegedly received 
about $10,000 a year as their 
share with their superiors get­ 
ting from $15,000 to $20,000 an­ 
nually. 


No Controls Lift 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s top economic ad­ 
viser does not believe wage- 
price controls can be lifted be­ 
fore the end of this year, unless 
som ething highly unexpected 
happens. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, said working 
people are beneiitting from the 
controls, ancf added that unem­ 
ployment will drop from the 
present 6 per cent to 5 per cent 
by December. 
As for the duration of the 
controls, he told a news confer­ 
ence yesterday, “ I can't make 
you any promises. It's possible 
that something might occur . . . 
we might enter the Garden of 
Eden. But it's very unlikely 
that Phase II will end before 
lie end of the year.'5 


Sweeps D.C. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wal­ 
ter E. Fauntroy, a former asso­ 
ciate of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., su-ept the District of Col­ 
umbia Democratic presidential 
prim ary as a “favorite son” 
yesterday, heading a winning 
slate of 15 delegates to the 
national convention. 
Fauntroy plans to use the 
district’s votes at the national 
convention in Miami Beach in 
July to form a block of uncom­ 
m itted delegates which will 
bargain with leading contend­ 
ers for their support of Wash­ 
ington's interests. 


Wary Of Visit

Prem ier Golda Meir’s trip to 
Romania tomorrow is making 
some Israeli officials wary of 
Romanian and perhaps Soviet 
motives behind her invitation to 
Bucharest. 
Publicly and privately, Israe­ 
li officials insist they have no 
idea what the Romanians are 
up to. Despite Israeli newspa­ 
per reports of a Romanian me­ 
diation effort in the Middle 
East crisis, officials say there 
is no indication of such an 
extensive undertaking and add 
they know of no other plan the 
B u c h a re st le a d e rsh ip m ay 
have. 
If for only this reason, there 
is growing suspicion that some­ 
how the Soviets are involved, 
perhaps seeking to bring about 
new Arab-Israeli developments 
to spring on President Nixon 
during his talks with Kremlin 
leaders in Moscow later this 
month. 


Battle Snipers 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — British troops battled 
snipers in scattered areas of 
Belfast last night and today, an 
arm y spokesman said. Tw-o sol­ 
diers and three youths were 
wounded, none seriously. 
None of the incidents oc­ 
curred in East Belfast, scene of 
nearly a week of Protestant 
rioting by youths who stoned 
police and troops. 
At Lurgan, 25 miles south of 
Belfast, the arm y was called in 
to separate rival mobs of Ro­ 
man Catholics and Protestants 
stoning each other, the spokes­ 
man said. One person w-as ar­ 
rested.

In a conference that was al­ 
most totally absent of any pub­ 
lic differences over political is­ 
sues, the governors formally 
declared their support for Nix­ 
on's foreign and domestic poli­ 
cies but made no mention of the 
most controversial adm inistra­ 
tion policy at all — the in­ 
creased U.S. bombing in Viet­ 
nam. 
They praised Nixon for his 
“daring initiative,” heard GOP 
national chairman Robert Dole 
lash out at Democrats, received 
a pre-campaign briefing from 
presidential cam paign chief 
John Mitchell and gave Agnew 
an enthusiastic reception at a 
gala banquet that ended the 
two-day affair last night. 
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SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(UPI) — Scientists say a quick 
look at part of Apollo 16’s moon 
rocks suggests the astronauts 
were “fantastically lucky” in 
finding fragments that might 
represent a wide sample of the 
lunar crust. 
Dr. Paul W. Gast, chief of 
lunar sciences at the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said yester­ 
day that it may take months to 
determine for certain the origin 
of the unexpected rock collec­ 
tion brought back by John W. 
Young, Thomas K. Mattingly 
and Charles M. Duke. But Gast 
said the potential to lunar sci­ 
ence is great. 
All the Apollo 16 rocks exam­ 
ined so far in the $18 million 
Lunar Receiving L aboratory 
are breccias — complex clus­ 
ters of rock fragments cement­ 
ed together by heavy pressure 
or heat. 


View On Labor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - La­ 
bor Secretary Jam es D. Hodg­ 
son said today it would be a 
mistake to single out organized 
labor as the villain in the na­ 
tion’s economic problems or to 
tryr to get punitive labor law 
changes through Congress. 
Hodgson, often criticized him­ 
self by union officials, said, “I 
do not say labor has not con­ 
tributed to our problems, nor 
'that it has no responsibility to 
help correct them. 
“ But I do say that repressive, 
retaliatory actions like punitive 
labor law change proposals and 
hysterical attacks on labor un­ 
ions are part of the pattern of 
over-reaction,” Hodgson said in 
rem arks prepared for a m ar­ 
keting conference in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 


Lottery Proposal , 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Sen. 
Richard S. Schweiker. R-Pa., 
proposed legislation today to 
exempt state-operated lotteries 
from federal postal, broadcast­ 
ing and gambling laws. 
He said the m easure “ will 
enable states to more freely 
publicize lotteries, to attract 
more lottery ticket buyers, and 
to insure that all aspects of the 
lottery’s operation are fully in 
accord with federal laws.” 
Schweiker said Pennsylvan­ 
ia’s lottery will bring in $50 
million a year for the exclusive 
use of property tax relief for 
the elderly.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Police 
have placed in protective custo­ 
dy an alleged gangland inform­ 
ant who claims he and four 
other men carried out the April 
7 murder of Joseph “Crazy 
Jo e " Gallo, the New York 
Times reported today. 


The informant, Joseph Lupa- 
relli—described as an associate 
of the Joseph A. Colombo Mafia 
family—fled to California short­ 
ly after Gallo's murder because 
he feared the other gangsters 
wanted to kill him,the paper 
reported. He told the FBI in 
California about the murder, 
the paper said, and was re­ 
turned to New York where he is 
now' in protective cuustody. 


L uparelli identified his al­ 
leged fellow assassins as Philip 
Gambino and Carmen Di Biase. 
He has not yet identified the 
other two p articip an ts, the 
Times said.

Rare Choice: Selecting FBI Chief 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Find- 
ing a successor to J. Edgar 
Hoover is both a rare opportun­ 
ity and a touchy election year 
decision for President Nixon. 
But the administration may 
be closer to making its choice 
than is generally realized. It is 
believed to have had at least 
one or two men under consider­ 
ation for more than a year to 
replace Hoover. 
As eulogies continued to rise 
from all segments of American 
society, the body of the 77-year- 
old FBI director w'as to be 
taken to Capitol Hill this morn­ 
ing where it will lie in state in 
the Rotunda —the first civil 
serv an t accorded an honor 
usually reserved for presidents 
and generals. 


The Rotunda wras to remain 
open to the public through to­ 
morrow- when the body will be 
moved to National Presbybe 
moved to National Presbyterian 
Church for an 11 a.m. service, 
followed by private burial at 
Congressional Cemetery.

mouunted on who he w-ould pick 
to permanently head one of the 
w orld’s m ost respected and 
powerful crime fighting agen­ 
cies. 
The White House said official­ 
ly there would be no comment 
on a possible successor. There 


was little doubt, however, that 
the private selection process 
was underway even as the pub­ 
lic honors for Hoover continued. 
The chance to name an FBI 
director is both a rare and an 
important task. In an election 
year, however, it was certain 
that the Democratic-controlled 
Senate w-ould accord Nixon’s 
choice closest scrutiny. 
The 
President 
could, 
of 
course, delay a decision until 
after the November election, 
but that was considered unlike­ 
ly since his failure to act would 
in itself become an election 
issue —as big or bigger than 
any issue created by whomever 
he might name to the post. 
Hoover, who died in his sleep 
of a heart attack Tuesday, had 
suffered from high blood pres­ 
sure. 


The accolades from President 
Nixon on down w ere in te r­ 
spersed with a few comments 
which reflected in death the 
controversy which surrounded 
Hoover in life. 
Mrs. Coretta Scott King, wid­ 
ow of the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr., said: 


“ We are left with a deplora­ 
ble and dangerous circum ­ 
stance. The files of the FBI 
gathered under Mr. Hoover’s 
supervision are replete with lies 
and are reported to contain 
sordid material on some of the 
highest people in government, 
including presidents of the Unit­ 
ed States. Such explosive m ate­ 
rial has to be dealt with in a 
responsible way.” 
The agency technically was 
left in the hands of Hoover’s 
long-time associate and com­ 
panion, Clyde. A. Tolson, who is 
71 and not in the best health. It 
appeared that Hoover’s person­ 
al choice might have been W. 
Mark Felt, 58, who was elevat­ 
ed to No. 3 man in September. 


Rep. Cornelius E. Gallagher, 
D-N.J., who was recently in­ 
dicted for perjury and tax eva­ 
sion and who claimed the FBI 
tried to blackmail him, said a 
civilian review board should be 
created to “cleanse and purify” 
the FBI’s records. 
There were also comments 
from antiwar activist Dr. Ben­

San Rafael Planners, Clean Water 
City Council To Meet Contract ls 
Approved 
Meeting deadlines set by the 
Legislature on the general plan 
was the biggest concern of the 
San Rafael Planning Commis­ 
sion at a study session last 
night. 
The commissioners agreed 
with Planning Director Herbert 
G. Hotchner that the commis­ 
sion and planning department 
must have outside help and 
extra money to meet state 
deadlines and standards. 
The commission set a meet­ 
ing with the San Rafael City 
Council at 7:30 p.m. May 16 to 
discuss plan financing, the 
courthouse square, redevelop­ 
ment and hiring consultant 
manpower. 
Hotchner pointed out that the 
Legislature has set July 1 for 
the city to complete its open 
space and conservation ele­ 
ments of its general plan. The 
general plan must be ready by 
Jan. 1, 1973, he said. 
The Legislature had set up 
nine elements for the general 
plan. These are: land use, cir­ 
culation, housing, conservation, 
open space, seism ic safety, 
noise elements, scenic highway 
and safety elements, he said. 
“Now it has added bicycle 
paths,” he said. However, the 
city already has designated bi­ 
cycle routes thorugh the city, 
he added. 
Commissioner Albert J. Boro 
suggested that a committee be 
named from the commission 
and council to plan priorities

Commissioner Thomas R. 
O’Toole asked if these legisla­ 
tive deadlines applied to chart­ 
er cities, such as San Rafael. 
Hotchner said he had two 
legal opinions given him — one 
said that they did apply and 
another that they would not 
apply because it would take a 
change in the state constitution 
to add the charter cities. The 
planning director said that 
there was a chance that the 
dates for the deadlines on the 
plan would be changed. 
Recent legislation, Hotchner 
reported, provides that if a city 
does not comply with state law 
on its general plan and ap­ 
proves a subdivision, then any 
citizen can bring suit to stop the 
subdivisions. 
Another section of the recent 
legislature orders that the pub­ 
lic have access to public water­ 
ways and a strip (width not 
designated) along the shoreline. 
The commissioners discussed 
acquisition of open space, 
whether it should be purchased 
outright or achieved by cluster 
housing with open space around 
them or by limiting the houses 
on the hillside acreage. They 
did not reach any conclusion on 
this issue. 
Commissioners agreed they 
want no restrictions imposed by 
the county on use of courthouse 
Square if the City of San Rafael 
buys it from Marin County. 
Supervisors have offered to sell 
it to the City of San Rafael for 
$650,000, but the council has not 
acted on the offer.

Sets Lectures

The Tiburon Sanitary District 
board has approved a contract 
with Bio-Kinetics of San Rafael 
to install a chemical treatment 
facility at the district’s plant 
that can convert contaminated 
effluent into drinkable water 
The district agreed to pay the 
firm $83,000 if it produces water 
that meets its claims, accord­ 
ing to board secretary Robert 
A. Sterling. The district will 
pay the firm only if pure water 
is produced. 
Bio-Kinetics has already built 
a facility at Big Sur, Sterling 
said, but the Tiburon plant will 
be the first such operational 
facility in the Bay Area. 
It should begin operation in 
September, Sterling said. The 
first payment will be made to 
Bio-Kinetics six months after it 
begins successful operations. 
The district expects to raise 
the $83,000 from the recently 
enacted service charge ordi­ 
nance. If the new service 
charge becomes law and is 
imposed, explained Sterling, it 
will mean an additional charge 
of $12 per living unit in sanitary 
district each year. 
The service charge is an at­ 
tempt to raise additional funds 
for the district to use based on 
usage of the system rather than 
personal income or assessed 
property value. 
The board also Monday night 
approved a tentative budget for 
the 1972 fiscal year of $132,000. 
The tentative budget reflects a 
$3,000 drop in expenditures 
compared with last year. 
If adopted, it would reduce 
the tax rate approximately .03 
cents per $100 of assessed val­ 
uation, he said. 


Drop In Cattle 
Prices Forecast 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Agri- 
culture Department economists 
predicted today that beef cattle 
prices will continue to drop 
during the summer, but that 
hog prices will rise. 
The price forecast was tied to 
coming changes in the supply 
picture. Economists said in 
report that total red meat pro­ 
duction this spring and summer 
will be about the same as last, 
with larger beef output offset 
by drops in veal, lamb anc 
mutton and a sharp decline in 
pork. 
Marketing of fed cattle 
which supply the bulk of the 
fresh beef consumers buy —will 
be up from spring levels during 
the summer and probably wil 
be “moderately” above a year 
earlier, officials said.

Sausalito Residents Take 


Land-Use Issue To Court 


In an attempt to preserve a 
small wooded area in Sausalito 
from impending development, a 
group of residents has taken 
legal action to have the land 
declared a public recreation 
area. 
In a suit filed in Marin Supe­ 
rior Court, the residents con­ 
tend the one-acre parcel, known 
as “ The Glen” has automatical­ 
ly become part of the public 
domain since it has been used 
by the general public as a 
recreation area for more than 
five years. 


The plaintiffs, Mr. and Mrs. 
Irwin Gubman, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Thomson and Dr. and 
Mrs. Stephen Davis, live next to 
the Glen on Cazneau Avenue 
and have brought the action 
against developer Fred De 
Cook who owns the land and 
plans to build five homes on the 
site. 
Last April Davis led a group 
of 230 residents who petitioned 
the Sausalito City Council to 
acquire the land as a park, but 
the council declined to do so. 
Residents living in the area 


managed to raise only $23,000 of 
the $49,000 purchase price 
asked by De Cook for the prop­ 
erty and the project died. 
Leonard F. Rappa, attorney 
for the plaintiffs, said that, 
under the law, private property 
which has been in “ fairly 
heavy, regular public use” for 
more than five years is auto­ 
matically dedicated to public 
use. 
The attorney went on to say 
the group does not plan — at 
least at first — to seek an 
injunction to stop De Cook from 


developing the hilly wooded 
area, which has a footpath and 
the last live stream in Sausalito 
running through it. 


He said he hopes the develop­ 
er, who has already cut several 
trees in preparation for devel­ 
oping the land “ will delay tak­ 
ing any further action until the 
court determines if the proper­ 
ty is a public recreational area.

As a separate county agency, 
the department will continue to 
aid in police training but will 
also act as a “grantsman” for 
state and federal funds sought 


by city and county depart­ 
ments. 
During fiscal year 1971-72, 
Mrs. Aaron said her depart­ 
ment obtained $220,000 in feder­ 
al-state grants for drug abuse 
and police training program.

Duffy Supports 
Adult Authority 


Clinton T. Duffy, former war­ 
den of San Quentin Prison, de­ 
fended the state Adult Authori­ 
ty last night and said he 
believed its powers should be 
increased. 


Duffy’s remarks clearly dis­ 
pleased many in a largely 
youthful audience at the College 
of Marin. 


The 73-year-old Duffy, who 
appeared with San Francisco 
Sheriff Richard D. Hongisto on 
another in a series of college 
programs on prisons, served on 
the Adult Authority after leav­ 
ing the warden's post in 1951. 


The authority has been under 
attack in some quarters for 
stingy parole practices and 
hard-line sentences. 
Duffy, however, told the audi­ 
ence the group should have 
added powers. He cited a case 
when he was San Quentin war­ 
den of an inmate on the brink of 
parole who had tried to con­ 
vince a prisoner due for quicker 
parole to kill the officials who 
had helped send the first in­ 
mate prison. 
Although the plot was uncov­ 
ered and foiled, Duffy said, the 


Adult Authority under state law 
could not extend the first in­ 
mate’s sentence, although he 
subsequently was admitted to 
Atascadero State Hospital for 
the Criminal Insane. 
But a man in the audience 
questioned the fairness of mak­ 
ing slain San Quentin inmate 
George Jackson serve 12 years 
for a store robbery while Bobby 
Baker, who used his political 
muscle on Capitol Hill to make 
a fortune was released from 
prison after 18 months. 
• “ George Jackson had some­ 
thing like 42 prison violations,” 
Duffy said. Jackson, the war­ 
den said, would not have served 
such a long sentence if he had 
behaved. 
“ You mean if he had genu­ 
flected,” the questioner shot 
back. 
The 35-year-old Hongisto en­ 
tered the scrap by noting that 
some large corporations con­ 
victed of massive price-fixing 
were drawing “ punishment 
even lighter than for Bobby 
Baker. “ Your large corpora­ 
tions,” he said, “ are bilking the 
American public in a very sub­ 
tle way.”

The atest bid by a San Ansel- 
rr.o property owner to rezone a 
portion of his land to enable 
m re apartment units than al- j 
ready planned has been reject- j 
ed unanimously by the city 
planning commission. 
Further, the commission di­ 
rected its staff Monday night to 
rezone to single-family the por­ 
tion of the land already desig­ 
nated for apartments, accord­ 
ing to commission secretary 
Jeanne Wright. 
A petition signed by 125 per­ 
sons was presented in opposi­ 
tion to the latest rezoning appli­ 
cation by M arius Cordone, 
owner of the property at 1310- 
1340 Sir Francis Drake Boule­ 
vard. 
Mrs. Wright said the commis­ 
sion denied a bid to rezone 
seven lots from single-family to 
m ultiple, enabling 10 more 
units on a 31-unit apartm ent 
project already planned for the 
site. The com m ission cited 
traffic congestion and said the 
rezoning was “ not in accord 
with public necessity, conve­ 
nience or the general welfare of 
the city.” 
In another matter, the com­ 
mission denied an application 
by Mike-Hakkak Taghavian for 
a perm it to operate a restau­ 
rant at 81-85 Red Hill Avenue. 
The commission, acting on the 
recommendation of Police Chief 
Raymond R. Buchignani, cited 
parking and traffic problems in 
the area, but said it would 
review the request again in six 
m onths if the situation im ­ 
proves. 
Commissioners Cynthia Bar­ 
rows and John Colteaux dis­ 
sented in the vote to deny the 
permit.

Spring has a way of lingering 
around the corner these days, 
and there’s not much you can' 
do to rush it along. But you can 
put a little zing in your menus. 
One sure way is to try some 
new recipes with horseradish. 
There are many subtle and 
some not-too-subtle variations 
of basic horseradish sauce. And 
this tangy herb can be served* 
with everything from roast beef 
and shell fish to many dips, 
sauces, vegetables and main 
dishes. 
Let’s start with: 
HORSERADISH D IP 


Va pound bacon 
1 cup dairy sour cream 
Vz cup thousand-island dressing 
1 tablespoon horseradish 
Cook bacon until crisp; drain 
and crumble.

Though typically Spanish, the 
cookery of the Balearic islands 
still shows the subtle influence 
of the Moors, who inhabited 
*hem until the 13th Century. 
The food of the Balearics is a 
little more highly season than 
that of mainland Spain, and hot 
cayenne pepper and cumin of­ 
ten spice gravies and sauces 
made with Spain’s delicate, 
light olive oil and ripe red 
tomatoes. 


This is the case with Balearic 
vealt stew which, like the is­ 
lands it’s named after, is de­ 
signed for leisure living. It’s a 
one-dish meal that includes 
hearty chunks of veal, potatoes 
and carrots whose flavors are 
blended together in a spiced 
wine gravy. Spanish olive oil 
adds its own subtle flair to the 
sauce. 


Toast bread on one side. But­ 
ter untoasted side. Place meat 
on buttered side of bread slices. 
Cream together cream cheese, 
horseradish, mustard, and on­ 
ion. Place two tablespoons of 
the mixture on each sandwich, 
and be sure to spread to within 
one-half inch of edge of meat. 
Sprinkle parsley on top. Bake in 
very hot oven set at 450 degrees 
from eight to 10 minutes. 
Serves four. 


HAM, CRANBERRY 
SANDWICH 
12 slices cooked ham 
6 slices white bread 
Butter or margarine 
Lettuce leaves 
Va cup whole cranberry sauce 
6 tsp. mayonnaise or salad 
dressing 
1 tbsp. prepared horseradish 
sauce 
Toast bread slices on both 
sides. Spread with butter or 
margarine. Top with lettuce 
leaf, two slices ham, and two 
tablespoons cranberry sauce.

A glowing molded salad to 
brighten the table is beet and 
horseradish salad. It is nippy 
and colorful. Garnished with 
crisp greens and sliced cucum­ 
bers, the beet-red salad is a 
beauty either in one large mold 
or in smaller individual molds. 
Just enough horseradish is 
used with the shredded beets 
and crunchy, diced celery to 
give a nippy flavor without 
being too strong. All this is in a 
base of lemon-flavored gelatin 
and evaporated milk. 


BEET, HORSERADISH

1 package lemon-flavored gel­ 
atin 
1 cup boiling water 
Va teaspoon salt 
1 cup evaporated milk 


Va cup cider vinegar 
2 tbsp. prepared horseradish

Empty gelatin into medium- 
size mixing bowl.

“In the office the children 
become acquainted with the fa­ 
cilities, and they are comforta­ 
ble because they are with their 
peers,” the nurse explained. 


The parents of each child 
receive a slip telling them what 
care the child’s mouth needs, 
and Head Start follows through 
to be certain the care is given 
and to make arrangements if 
there is a financial problem, 
and the family has no insur­ 
ance, she said. 


“If the mouth is okay the slip 
will say so and also give the 
recommendations that the child 
start seeing a dentist regularly 
at age 3, that he take fluoride, 
either in pill or drop form, that 
he brush regularly and eat less 
sw eets,” Mrs. Michels said. 
“The most important part is 
home care.” 


The first series of examina­ 
tions was done last month in 
Fairfax. In Novato a total of 34 
children were examined, and 
examinations for Marin City 
Head Start children will be 
next. 


In addition to their time, the 
dental volunteers have donated 
kits, so that each child leaves 
the dentist’s office with his own 
tooth brush and toothpaste. 
Now that she had her own 
toothpaste, one little girl prom­ 
ised to brush her teeth faithful­ 
ly. She couldn’t before, she 
explained, because “my mam­ 
m a’s toothpaste is too hot for 
me.’

DIAMOND SHIFT 
West opened the five of clubs, 
and East won with the ace. 
East shifted to the king of 
diamonds and next led the sev­ 
en of diamonds to West’s ace.

Gallery Helps 
Brighten Center

There seems to be some con­ 
spiracy to adorn government 
office buildings with an air of 
sterility and grim foreboding. 
But Ed Leuin of the Social 
Security Administration is one 
person who has done something 
about it. 
As a result of his efforts, the 
Social Security Administration 
Building, 549 Northgate Drive, 
San Rafael, not only has paint­ 
ings around its office walls, it 
now has its own permanent 
gallery. The space is devoted to 
an alternating series of paint­ 
ings and photographs selected 
by painter Kent Rupp and pho­ 
tographer Morrie Camni. 
The current exhibition, “A 
New Mexican Village,” is a 
photographic essay by a three- 
member group, Lynn Adler, 
Jules Backus and Ben Tarcher, 
collectively called the “Optic 
Nerve.” 
It is the beginning of an on­ 
going study of the village begun 
in the fall of 1970, photographed 
again in 1971 and to be contin-

The village children are com­ 
pelling for a different reason. 
Most photographers concen­ 
trate on children who are not 
aware that they are having 
their picture taken. These pho­ 
tographs are choice because the 
children do know. 
The contact is very direct and 
personal. Half-shy, half-eager 
to be photographed, the chil­ 
dren stick out their tongues, 
mug, whisper or wait awkward­ 
ly for the wonderful-terrible 
moment to be over. And it is 
only when they are much older 
that the hints of hardship begin 
to dull their lively joy in being 
alive. 
This beak, yet interesting 
documentary suggests that the 
Social Security Office gallery 
plans to be more than merely 
deocrative. And in attempting 
to make this government office 
more attractive, less formida­ 
ble and to open it up to the 
community, Leuin has given 
Marin a new and needed arena 
for distinctive art. 
The current exhibit will be 
open weekdays from 8:30 a.m.

The Fairfax School District 
board last night unanimously 
approved reorganization of Cen­ 
tral School Classes, a plan said 
to be designed to provide more 
individualized instruction at all 
grade levels. 
Supt. H. Reginald Hammond 
said the plan will take effect 
next school year. 
• The plan lumps together kin­ 
dergarten and first-grade stu­ 
dents, second and third-grade, 
third and fourth, fourth and 
■fifth, and fifth and sixth. Two 
additional classes for second 
through sixth grades are includ­ 
ed, with.materials geared to all 
ages. 
Hammond said that a few of 
the 80-member audience op­ 
posed the idea, but that most 
agreed. The plan had been 
presented at the April 18 board 
meeting by Central principal 
Jack Usilton. 
For those parents who don’t 
want their children involved in 
the program, Hammond said 
the children could attend other 
schools in the district. 
In explaining the idea behind 
the reorganization, Hammond 
cited flexibility and “some par­ 
ents who just want a different 
kind of education for th eir 
kids.”

A running battle of wits is 
underway in West Marin be­ 
tween vandals who apparently 
don’t like signs and officials 
charged with keeping the signs 
in place. 


Armed with chain saws van­ 
dals have been hacking down 
signs, especially those pointing 
out communities in the Tómales 
and Bolinas area, at an unusual 
rate, according to Henry W. 
M iller, county road superin­ 
tendent. 


He said 15 to 20 directional 
signs were cut down in the 
Bolinas area in the past month 
and signs of all kinds were 
victimized in Tómales during 
the weekend. 
Miller said the county must 
use the vulnerable wooden 
poles because m etal poles 


would be a hazard, but the 
State Division of Highways isn’t 
bound by that shackle in its 
effort to save signs along High­ 
way 1. 
A spokesman said the wooden 
supports are being replaced 
with m etal as the poles are 
severed, but now the vandals, 
deprived of the chain saw alter­ 
native, are pushing the signs 
over with a pickup truck. 
The State Highways Depart­ 
ment is trying to place the 
signs out of reach of a vehicle, 
but then they are spraypainted, 
the spokesman said.

N.Y., and this year is visiting 
poet at California State Poly­ 
technic College at Pasadena. 


A San Rafael schools’ salary 
committee last night presented 
to the board of education a 
proposal to grant teachers a 3 
per cent pay increase next 
school year, but said it should 
depend on obtaining additional 
income. 


A teachers’ spokesman, how­ 
ever, asked the board for a 5.5 
per cent boost. In a letter to the 
board, Neal Brengle, president 
of the San Rafael Teachers 
Association, said current pro­ 
gram s should be trim m ed to 
grant the wage hikes. 
The salary issue arose, Supt. 
John F. Plank said, as the 
board got a preview from staff 
of district expenses and goals 
for the 1972-73 school year. The 
superintendent said the board 
was told to expect deficit fi­ 
nancing — use of reserve funds 
— in both the elementary and 
high school district again next 
year. 
Plank said a conservative es­ 
timate put the ending balance 
in the elementary district this 
June at $330,000, down from 
$520,000 last June, and in the 
high school district at $265,000, 
down from about $350,000. Next 
June, the superintendent said, 
estim ates placed the ending 
balances at $260,000 in the ele­ 
mentary district and $230,000 in 
the high school district, down 
even further. 
Next year's figures do not 
take salary raises into account, 
Plank said. 
The s u p e rin te n d e n t sa id 
board president Lawrence I. 
Kram er told the audience he 
expected the districts could 
meet expenses next year but 
was worried about 1973-74 in 
view of the instability of state 
school finances and other fac­ 
tors. 
The salary committee which 
proposed the 3.3 per cent raise, 
in addition to regular teacher 


increments, is composed of two 
board members, three repre­ 
sentatives of the adm inistra­ 
tion, including Plank, and two 
teachers. 
Irç his letter, Brengle pointed 
out a substantial increase in the 
cost of living and said the board 
could make cuts in such areas 
as bus transportation, athletics, 
field trips and sabbatical leaves 
to meet pay requests. He noted 
the teachers’ request was with­ 
in federal Pay Board guide­ 
lines. 
Plank said salaries would not 
be discussed again until staff 
has a clearer picture of income. 
The superintendent said he 
also gave the board a rundown 
on projected goals for next 
year, including implementation 
of the middle school concept at 
Davidson Junior High School, 
continuing support for so-called 
alternative schools, reorganiza­ 
tion of business services and 
emphasis in career education. 
Prelim inary 1972-73 budgets 
of $5,537,187 in the elementary 
district, up $25,110, and $5,580,- 
492 in the high school district, 
up $45,386, were presented to 
the board. Tax rates, currently 
$3.315 in the elementary district 
and $2.33 for the high school, 
are not expected to change, 
Plank has said. 
The superintendent said to­ 
day assessed valuation is con­ 
servât ivelv expected to in­ 
crease 2 per cent in the 
elementary district and 2.5 per 
cent for the high school.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Mysathenia Gravis Is A Nerve 
Disorder That Tires Muscles 


Myasthenia gravis is a nerve disorder in 
which the muscular system is easily fatigued. 
After a short period of use, some muscles 
become so fatigued that they refuse to con­ 
tract. On resting, strength returns and the 
cycle begins all over. The muscles that hold 
up the eyelids are frequently involved and 
serve as a good example. 
THE INDIVIDUAL has no trouble on awak­ 
ening, but after an hour or so, the lids begin 
to droop until the opening is but a mere slit. 
After the victim rests, the lids 
function normally. Involvement 
of other muscles creates special 
problems. When those dealing 
with swallowing are affected, 
the victim may not be able to 
finish his meal once fatigue sets 
in. 
Those with involvement of the 
vocal cords speak for a short 
time and then become mute. 
This is somewhat similar to‘ 
stage fright. However, the per­ 
son is disturbed day after day 
and even when not in front of 
an audience. Myasthenia gravis 
may affect several groups of 
muscles or only those of the 
eyes. In addition, the disease 
has a tendency to come and go. 
Now and then, symptoms disap­ 
pear for months or years. 
THE CONDITION is most se­ 
rious and incapacitating when

the muscles of respiration are 
involved. In such instances, a 
m echanical respirator and/or 
tracheotomy are lifesaving. A 
myasthenic crisis may be pre­ 
cipitated by infection, child­ 
birth, surgery, and the use of 
certain chemicals, such as neo­ 
mycin and quinine. Drugs, such 
as neostigmine, Mestinon, and 
Mytelase, usually relieve the 
muscular weakness, but they 
are not curative. The cause has 
been traced to the junction 
where the nerve stimulates the 
muscle fiber., 
On exertion, acetylcholine (a 
chemical transmitter) is used 
up quickly. In myasthenia grav­ 
is, this substance is in short 
supply. An overactive thymus 
also plays a role and some 
victims have improved after 
the gland was removed.

nales. In pioneer days, a little 


schooner called the Spray plied in 
and out of Keyes Creek (left 
background,) picking up passen­ 
gers and produce bound for San 
Francisco. 


Marin and Southern Sonoma 
County offer lush pickings for 
persons intrigued by old place 
names. 
M anzanita, Meadowsweet, 
Manor, Olema, Marshall, Fal­ 
lon. and dozens of others are 
easy pickings, to be acquired 
merely by looking at maps of 
the old railroads, or even a 
present-day motorist’s map. 
But how many place collec­ 
tors can ever say they’ve been 
to Bivalve, Ocean Roar, McDo­ 
nald’s, Marconi, or Cypress 
Point? 
To say nothing of Dogtown, 
alias Woodville? Or Hamlet? 
They mostly were places that 
bustled during the Gold Rush 
days. Booming San Francisco 
reached out hungrily in all di­ 
rections for lumber to build 
new houses (fires regularly cre­ 
ated a need for rebuilding!, 
meat, fish and vegetables, and 
even paper for the printing 
presses. 
Many communities existed 
because they had favorable 
landing places for small sailing 
vessels th at plied both San 
'Francisco Bay and the Pacific 
Ocean north of the Golden 


Gate. Others flourished later, 
during the golden era of Marin 
railroading in the last third of 
the 19th Century and before 
autos came of age in the 20th 
Century. 
The m iners’ and lum ber­ 
men’s ox trails and the farm­ 
ers' market roads and some of 
the railroads have been turned 
into highways now. linking and 
keeping some vestige alive of 
Olema, Marshall, Tomales, Fal­ 
lon. Jewell and Lincoln in West 
Marin and Valley Ford across 
the Sonoma border. 
The tiny landings at Bivalve, 
Ocean Roar and elsewhere 
along the Tomales Bay shore­ 
line are almost forgotten, swal­ 
lowed up in private, fenced-off 
holdings. 
Manzanita, Meadowsweet and 
Manor have become so populat­ 
ed they’ve been absorbed into 
cities or unincorporated sub­ 
urbs. 
Taking clues from history 
books and old tourist- guides, 
the Independent-Journal recent­ 
ly sent photographer Bob Hax 
to capture the present day im­ 
age of some of the old places 
with the intriguing names. 


JEWELL — A place sign on the Sir Francis Drake 
Highway, and a few scattered buildings are remainders 01 
what was a living community in the late 19th Century. 


TAYLORVILLE — Two eroding 
obelisks in Samuel 
P. 
Taylor 
State Park are reminders that 
Marin County was home for the 
W est’s first paper mill, built in 
1856. The pillars supported ma- 
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chinery for tha process. The raw 
material for the paper m ostly 
was rags gleaned by the Chinese 
residents in San Francisco, or 
later, shipped in from all over the 
world. 


WOODVILLE — A bit over a mile 
n o r th of th e B o lin a s ju n c tio n on 
S h o re lin e H ig h w a y s ta n d s w h a t 
was a roaring Gold Rush commu­ 
nity. Few if any of today’s build­ 
ings in “Dogtown” are remnants 
of the original structures, which 
included one of Marin’s first sal­ 
oons. Lumberjack Charles Lauff, 


in his “ Rem iniscences” of Marin 
in 1849, r e p o r te d that th e village's 
lumbermen, hunters and copper 
miners who worked a nearby 
ridge, spent Sundays carousing 
and quaffing whisky that “ killed 
at 30 yards.” It was renamed 
Woodville by lumbermen worried 
about the place's image. 


OLD HOTEL SITE — Where the 
fam ed Taylor paper mills stood in 
the 19th Century, are nature 
trails and picnic sites. Second- 
growth vegetation has covered 


over nearly all the remains of the 
industry that flourished in West 
Marin. These tables stand on the 
ground originally occupied by a 
hotel in Taylorville. 
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CYPRESS GROVE — A few farm buildings nestle amid the 
trees at what once was a farm er’s shipping point along the 
eastern shore of Tomales Bay, north of the still surviving 
community of Marshall.

SAN JOSE — A blonde-haired 
young woman who enjoyed a 
“ w arm , close relationship” 
with Jonathan Jackson testified 
today how she lent him her car 
three days before the Aug. 7, 
1970 Marin Civic Center shoo­ 
tout in which he died. 


Mabel (Mickey) Majors said 
that she did not get her car 
back until she was shown where 
it was at the San Francisco 
airport sometime afterward by 
Jackson's mother. 


Miss Majors was the 68th 
prosecution witness in the trial 
of Angela Davis, who is ac­ 
cused of helping young Jackson 
plot an escape attempt which 
ended in the shootout in an 
attempt to free Soledad brother 
George Jackson. 
Miss Majors told the court 
how Georgia Jackson, mother 
of George and Jonathan Jack­ 
son. awakened her in her room 
in a San Jose home either in 
late August or early ,Stepember 
1970. While she was not allowed 
by Judge Richard E. Arnason 
to say what Mrs. Jackson had

told her, .Miss Majors related 
that two or three days later she 
followed Mrs. Jackson to the 
San Francisco Airport where 
she found her Volkswagen and 
paid a $43 parking bill. 


Miss Majors, who now lives 
in Kansas City, Kansas, told 
how she lived in 1970 at the San 
Jose home of Joan Hammer. 
Outside the Hammer residence 
last month, another houseguest, 
Jam es Carr (former cellmate of 
George Jackson) was shot to 
death. 


Miss Majors, under cross-ex­ 
amination by defense attorney 
Howard Moore Jr.. agreed that 
she had a “warm, close rela­ 
tionship” with Jonathan Jack­ 
son. She quietly but firmly, 
however, denied that she had 
spent the night before the shoo­ 
tout with Jackson at the Hol­ 
land Motel in San Francisco. 


Miss Majors also told Moore 
that she had been given immun­ 
ity from prosecution by prose­ 
cutor Albert W. Harris Jr. 
The prosecution seeks to 
show that Miss M ajors’s Volks­ 
wagen was driven by Miss Da- 


vis to the airport where she 
hoped to join young Jackson 
and the freed Soledad Brothers. 


Still left, undecided today was 
whether Judge Arnason will al­ 
low the jury to hear an edited 
version of a hotly-disputed 18- 
page document found in George 
Jackson’s cell after he died last 
August in a bloody escape at­ 
tempt at. San Quentin. The do­ 
cument. purportedly a “diary” 
written by Miss Davis when she 
was a prisoner in the Marin 
County Jail, was partially read 
into the transcript of a cham­ 
bers debate last week. One of 
the diary entries reads: 
“a 
scene frozen in my mind: I am 
standing in the little glass cubi­ 
cle downstairs, standing, wait­ 
ing, loving, desiring, and then 
hot, cold rage when the chains 
begin to rattle as you slowly 
descend the stairs surrounded 
by that small army of mindless, 
but armed automatons . . . ” 


This apparently referred to a 
meeting last summer in a hold­ 
ing cell at the Marin Hall of 
Justice between Miss Davis and 
Jackson. 


“ George, I love you, love you 
. . . I see myself tearing down 
this steel door, fighting my way 
to you, ripping down your cell 
door and letting you go free,” 
Miss Davis wrote in another 
portion of the diary. 
Yesterday, Judge Arnason al­ 
so said that he would rule next 
week on whether to allow the 
jury to hear the transcript of an 
interview between prosecutor 
Harris and San Jose attorney 
John Thorne. 
Harris seeks to show that 
Thorne told him a different 
story when interviewed after 
the shootout about a conversa­ 
tion with Miss Davis than he 
did yesterday in court. Yester­ 
day, Thorne was unable to re­ 
member the substance of the 
conversation, except that it in­ 
volved a legal m atter in George 
Jackson’s Soledad case. Harris 
contends that Thorne told him 
earlier that the lawyer had 
spoken with Miss Davis on Aug. 
5, 1970 by telephone and that 
she had told him that she was 
in San Jose and that she and 
Jonathan Jackson were on their 
way to Santa Cruz.

$7,700 Sought For 
Firemens' Clothing 


San Rafael fire commission­ 
ers last night recommended to 
the city council that the fire 
departm ent be given $7,700 to 
buy safer protective clothing 
for firemen. 


Fire Chief Robert E. Marcuc- 
ci said the new clothing, called 
Nomex. was developed by the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration for use in Apollo 
missions, and is yellow, not 
black as Is usual fire depart­ 
ment clothing. 


Marcucci said the normal fire 
protection gear used by the 
department, and almost all oth­ 
er departments in the nation, 
does not even meet the flamma- 
bility standards developed by 
the national bureau of stan­ 
dards for children’s sleepwear. 


Marcucci said the commis­ 


sion assured several concerned 
residents on Miraflores Avenue 
in San Rafael that the fire and 
water departments planned to 
double the size of a water main 
on the main street which was 
installed in 1925. Marcucci said 
the residents were concerned 
because on April 19 firemen 
had difficulty getting enough 
water from the four inch main 
to fight a fire on the street. 
Marcucci said he reported 
that so far this year there had 
been 107 fire calls, as opposed 
to 96 at this time the year 
before. Commissioners also in­ 
spected a trailer built by fire­ 
men to house air tanks to sup­ 
ply firemen at a fire. They also 
authorized Marcucci to attend 
the annual C alifornia Fire 
Chiefs Conference May 23 in 
Santa Monica.

In its center is 
the Citadel, once the seat of 
power of the Kings of Annam. 
which was captured and held 
by the Communists during the 
1968 Tet offensive which over­ 
ran most of the city. 
During the occupation of Hue 
four years ago thousands of 
civilians were reported slain by 
the Communist troops because 
of their anti-Communist views. 
Military commanders have said 
Hue is the next objective, and 
this touched off the panicky 
flight. 
I stood outside the U.S. base 
at Phu Bai. eight miles south of 
Hue today, and watched as 
soldiers fleeing southward com­ 
m andeered civilian vehicles 
moving along Highway 1. 
One soldier motioned at a 
truck with his M16 rifle. The 
truck stopped and 
he got 
aboard. Later, a dozen soldiers 
stopped a truck by firing their 
rifles into (he air.

Lam, a chubby talkative man 
and long time friend of Thieu’s, 
was replaced by Lt. Gen. Ngo 
Quang Truong, commander in 
the Mekong Delta who had pre­ 
viously served in the north. 
Lam predicted Quang Tri would 
hold after Thieu ordered it held 
at all costs. Huntley reported 
on Monday Lam would be fired 
and replaced by Truong. 
No replacement was named 
immediately for Giai who had 
been considered one of South 
Vietnam’s most aggressive and 
promising young generals. His 
3rd Division was made up of a 
ragtag collection of castoffs and 
draft dodgers and did not fight 
very well at Quang Tri. Many 
of its men simply fled south­ 
ward.

SACRAMENTO (UPD -W ith 
no votes to spare, the Assembly 
yesterday passed a bill requir­ 
ing motorcycle riders and pas­ 
sengers to wear safety helmets 
despite objections that motor­ 
cyclists have a right “to crack 
their heads open.” 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man W. Craig Biddle, R-River- 
side, was sent to the Senate on 
a 41-19 vote, the minimum nec­ 
essary. 
Biddle said a study by the 
highway patrol, which support­ 
ed the proposal, showed that in 
43 states with mandatory hel­ 
met laws, the rate of fatal and 
injury accidents has decreased 
because of the regulation. 
He declared that the rate of 
fatal cycle accidents in Califor­ 
nia is 200 per cent higher than 
those involving motorcycles. 
Assemblyman John Burton, 
D-San Francisco, said that sev­ 
eral years ago an Assembly 
com m ittee killed a sim ilar 
measure after Sonny Barger, 
head of the Hell’s Angels mo­ 
torcycle club, dem onstrated 
that helmets interfere with vi­ 
sion and hearing and were a 
hazard. 
He opposed the measure, de­ 
claring that it would be used to 
“roust" motorcyclists. 
A ssem blym an W illiam M. 
Ketchum, who said that a cycle 
rider has the right “to crack his 
head open,” warned that the 
sta te is “ getting more and 
m ore into m andating things 
which affect a person’s life.” 
He said that the logical exten­ 
sion of the Biddle m easure 
would be to pass laws requiring 
car drivers, skiers and children 
riding horses to wear helmets 
for their own safety. 
But Assemblyman John Fran, 
D-San Francisco, said that if a 
motorcycle rider is not killed 
when he is involved in an acci­ 
dent 
w ithou t 
a 
h e lm e t, 
“chances are good he will be­ 
come a vegetable and the state 
will be called on to support him 
for the rest of his life.” 
Under the bill, motorcyclists 
and passengers would be re­ 
quired to wear helmets after 
July 1, 1973. After July 1, 1978, 
the helmet would be required to 
be of a type approved by the 
highway patrol.

SACRAMENTO (UPD -S ta te 
Social Wefare Director Robert 
B. Carleson admitted yesterday 
that administration of day care 
center programs “leaves a lot 
to be desired” and pledged to 
work for “ p ositive im prove­ 
m ents.” 


“ I agree, to an extent, that it 
leaves a lot to be desired,” 
Carleson said. “And we are 
going to do everything we can 
to improve things.” 


Appearing before a Senate 
Finance subcommittee, Carle­ 
son defended a directive he 
issued to county welfare depart­ 
ments in February that chil­ 
dren of present welfare recipi­ 
en ts 
r e c e iv e 
p rio r ity for 
admission to day care centers. 


The Department of Education 
operates the centers under con­ 
tract from the Welfare Depart­ 
ment. They provide day care 
for the children of w elfare 
mothers, or of former or poten­ 
tial welfare mothers. 


Carleson said the centers 
were being directed to give 
priority to the children of wel­ 
fare recipients because this will 
increase the amount of federal 
aid. 


He said that in the future the 
federal government will pro­ 
vide $9 for every $1 of state aid 
if the children are from welfare 
families. 


Sen. Albert S. Rodda, D-Sac- 
ramento, subcommittee chair­ 
man. urged the Welfare Depart­ 
ment and the Department of 
Education to draft a new con­ 
tract for administration of chil­ 
d ren ’s centers ‘‘that would 
maximize benefits and extend 
coverage.”

Josephine Hendricks of Novato, a winner in her 
division of bowling last year, will be back in her 
specialty. Wayne Colgate of San Rafael picked up 
a couple of fourth places last year and will again 
compete in the 40-yard dash and slalom. Russ 
Bohlke of Larkspur won his bowling division, was 
second in table tennis and third in javelin, 40- 
yard dash and slalom, and will return in all five 
events. Terry Henne of Novato was fourth in the 
100-yard dash in 1971 and will again compete in 
that, plus bowling.

Rather he did his field work.

watched the Giants batting 
practice Tuesday night and 
then went out and baffled the 
locals 4-2 on a two-hitter. 


It was the 10th defeat in the 
last 12 games for the slumping 
Giants. Bobby Bonds got both 
of the hits on a pair of triples. 
“It’s a guessing game when 
you pitch to power hitters like 
the Giants have,” said Gentry 
who improved his record to 2-1. 
“Bonds always seems to guess 
right with me. Each time he 
was looking for the pitch he 
got.” 


Gentry got Dave Kingman, 
the Giants slugging first base­ 
man, four straight times. King­ 
man led the major leagues with 
six home runs and 18 runs 
batted in during April. 


“ Kingman seems to have psy­ 
ched himself out,” said Gentry. 
”1 came out to watch him in. 
balling practice. I figured he 
was a lowball hitter, so I didn’t 
give him any low pitches.” 


Veteran centerfielder Willie 
Mays of the Giants appeared a 
bit disgruntled because he has 
been benched, except for occa­ 
sional pinchhitting roles, since 
Saturday while rookie Garry 
Maddox plays in his place. 
“I don’t make out the line­ 
ups.” he snapped when asked 
why he isn't playing. 
Manager Charlie Fox, who 
said earlier he plans to “rest” 
Mays in favor of younger play­ 
ers, planned to keep Mays 
benched today when the Mets 
wound up the three-game series 
in an afternoon game. 
Bonds got his first triple lead­ 
ing off the fourth inning as the 
ball got by centerfielder Tom­ 
my Agee. He nearly had an 
inside-the-park homer but was 
held up at third and scored on 
an infield out by Maddox. 
Bonds led off the ninth with 
his second triple and came 
home on a sacrifice fly by Ken 
Henderson. 
The Mets scored three runs 
and collected seven hits off 
Giants starter and loser Don 
Carrithers, now 1-2. 
One of 
them was a homer by Cleon 
Jones. 
Mets manager Yogi Berra 
blamed the Giants slow start on 
the absence of slugging first 
baseman Willie McCovey. 
“You can pitch differently to 
the Giants when he isn't play­ 
ing,” said Berra.

Blue Needs Time 
To Get In Shape

Last Year’s Most Valuable 
Player of the American League 
and Cy Young award winner, 
Blue enlivened an otherwise 
dreary baseball day locally by 
signing a $63,000 contract with 
the Oakland Athletics.

“There's no specific reason 
that I decided to agree to 
terms.” Blue said. ‘“That may 
not be the best answer, but 
that’s the way it is." 


Baseball Commissioner Bow­ 
ie Kuhn, attending the news 
conference along with Oakland 
owner Charlie Finley and AL 
President Joe Cronin, has been 
credited with settling the salary 
dispute. Finley answered “no 
comment” when asked if he 


approved of Kuhn’s role in the 
matter. 
Saying he was “uncomforta­ 
ble” at the news conference, 
Blue told reporters “you should 
have stayed in your offices and 
let me sign the contract and go 
to the ball park.” 
Blue worked out briefly with 
the team later before the sched­ 
uled game with the Boston Red 
Sox was postponed because of 
rain. The Athletics and the Red 
Sox meet tonight, but Blue' 
won’t see action. Finley and 
Blue said it would be several 
weeks before Blue is in shape to 
pitch.

Buses To 
Seashore 
Win Backing 


The Marin County Transit 
District board yesterday ap­ 
proved limited bus transit serv­ 
ice within a portion of the Point 
Reyes National Seashore. 
The dem onstration project 
will be operated by Marin Tran­ 
sit Systems of Marin City and 
will provide weekend service 
between park head q u arters 
near Olema and scenic Liman- 
tour Spit 
Jam es B. Robertson, acting 
district manager, told the board 
the experimental project will 
begin in July upon completion 
of the so-called “ road to no­ 
where.” 
The “road to nowhere” — 
carved through the Inverness 
Ridge by developers several 
years ago — runs between park 
h ead quarters and Inverness 
Park. 
It was christened the “ road to 
now here” when neither end 
connected with another road. 
The National Park Service is 
now working on an extension of 
the road to link it with Balboa 
Avenue near Inverness Park. 
Robertson said the bus com­ 
pany will operate two small 
buses every half-hour over the 
road to Limantour Spit. 
Anne West of Inverness told 
the board she supported the use 
of buses in the park but op­ 
posed encouraging public use of 
L im antour Spit — an area 
prized by environmentalists. 
She joined John Rannels of 
the Marin Conservation League 
in urging that the old Laguna 
Ranch Road be used instead to 
take park visitors from park 
headquarters to Santa Maria 
Beach, south of Limantour Spit, 
which is better suited for tour­ 
ists. 
The board referred the pro­ 
posal to Robinson for further 
study but agreed to go ahead 
with the demonstration project. 
The Marin County Transit 
District board also: 
COLTHURST — Seated Corte 
Madera Town Councilman 
Ed­ 
ward W. Colthurst as the repre­ 
sentative of the Marin Council of 
Mayors and Councilmen. Mayor 
Denis T. Rice of Tiburon pre­ 
viously held the seat. 
RAILROAD — Continued to 
June 6 a proposed agreement 
with Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road for leasing of the railroad’s 
abandoned right-of-way between 
Larkspur and Sausalito. The con­ 
tinuance came at the urging of 
director Louis H. Baar who said 
he wantd an estimate of the cost 
of repairing the tunnel between 
Corte Madera and Mill Valley. 
GRANT — Approved, on a 5-1 
vote with director Arnold M. Bap­ 
tiste opposing, a resolution sup­ 
porting the Golden Gate Bridge 
District’s application for about 
$13.7 million in federal grants for 
purchase of 34 new buses and 
three new ferries.

Education Of The 
Chicano Is Attacked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -M exi- 
can-A m erican students are 
being deprived of their constitu­ 
tional right to an equal educa­ 
tion in Arizona, California, Col­ 
orado, New Mexico and Texas, 
the U.S. Commission on civil 
rights charged yesterday. 
A report released by the com­ 


mission said lack of concern by 
school systems had resulted in 
the exclusion of Chicano stu­ 
dents. 


“ Language barriers, unique 
physical ch a ra c teristic s, and 
cultural ties to their ethnic ori­ 
gins have combined to exclude 
the Mexican American student 


from the mainstream of public 
school life,” the report said. 
The report said nearly half of 
all Mexican American children 
in the first grades did not speak 
English as well as Anglo-Saxon 
children but that little was 
being done to reach the Span­ 
ish-speaking children. 


“ Bilingual education, English 
as a second language, and re­ 
medial reading reach less than 
2.7 per cent of the Mexican 
American student population,” 
the commission’s report said. 
According to the report, only 


1 per cent of the Chicano stu­ 
dents in Arizona, Colorado and 
New Mexico are involved in 
such programs. English as a 
second language reaches 5.2 
per cent of the Mexican Ameri­ 
can students in California and 
7.1 per cent in Texas, the report 
said. 


Even the programs that do 
reach Mexican American chil­ 
dren are inadequate, the report 
said, noting that they focus on 
academic achievement rather 
than on “the broader problem 
of language exclusion.” 


The report, prepared by the

also 
charged that there were other 
“ more subtle ... but equally 
damaging” types of exclusion 
in the schools of the Southwest

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TOD A Y'S EDITORIAL 
Two Bond Issues 
Both Deserve Support 


Two state bond issues will be 
before California voters in the 
June 6 primary. 
Proposition 1 calls for a new 
bond issue of $250 million to 
provide home and farm loans 
for California veterans. 
This would continue the vet­ 
erans’ loan program which has 
been in effect since World War 
n . The funds are lent to veter­ 
ans who entered the armed 
services from California, at low 
interest, to assist them in buy­ 
ing homes or farms. In effect, 
the bond issue makes all Cali­ 
fornia taxpayers the guaran­ 
tors of these loans. 


SINCE THE PROGRAM be­ 
gan in 1946, bond issues totaling 
$2,175 billion have been author­ 
ized and sold. According to the 
legislative counsel’s cost analy­ 
sis, $1,229,550,000 of these — 
slightly more than half— were 
still outstanding as of Feb. 1 of 
this year, when the last $50 
million were sold. Most of these 
are being repaid on schedule; 
foreclosures of the loans have 
been few. 
The purpose, of course, is to 
provide veterans assistance in 
establishing themselves after 
giving up several years of their 
lives for the national defense. 
Continuation of the program 
is especially im portant now 
with the release of thousands of 
Californians who served in the 
Vietnam War. 
The program is self-liquidat­ 
ing. The veterans pay off the 
bonds. The rest of the taxpay­ 
ers are merely guarantors. 
We recommend passage of 
Proposition 1 on June 6.

It may appear at first glance 
that this is not so much needed 
now, since school enrollments 
in most places are declining. 
However, many districts have 
school buildings that antedate 
the Field Act and do not meet 
its standards for earthquake 
resistance. R eplacem ent of 
these, especially in some of the 
large city districts, is long 
ov erd u e. 
Also, 
num erous 
schools were destroyed or dam­ 
aged by last year’s Los Angeles 
area earthquake. 


Proposition 2 provides that 
$250 million of the bond issue 
would be earmarked for repair 
or replacement of such struc­ 
turally unsafe buildings. 
To borrow these funds, school 
districts would require voter 
approval. However, such bor­ 
rowing calls for only majority 
approval rather thn the two- 
thirds necessary for a local 
bond issue. 
In the past, about half of the 
state building loans to school 
districts have been forgiven — 
which means the districts have 
not repaid them and the tax­ 
payers of the state as a whole 
have been required to do so. 
Restrictions on the new issue 
proposed in Proposition 1, how­ 
ever, are such that the legisla­ 
tive analyst estimates 90 per 
cent of the loans would be 
repaid by the districts. 
We recommend approval also 
of Proposition 2.

Same Guns, More Butter 
Result In Deficit Spending

Cap Weinberger was in Sacramento 
last week. 
He was state director of finance for 
Governor Reagan before President Nixon 
tabbed him as chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission and then as number 
two man in the federal Office of the 
Budget. 
While he was running state finances, 
Cap fought hard to hold down the cost of 
government. Since he’s been gone, spend­ 
ing has gotten out of hand. But that’s 
another story. 


WHILE HE WAS in Sacramento last 
week, Cap said that — as far as the 
federal budget was concerned — the war 
in Vietnam was over. 
In other words, if you think getting out 
of Vietnam means the federal budget will 
go down, forget it! All the billions which 
were being poured into Vietnam will not 
be siphoned into other parts of the 
federal vacuum cleaner. 
It was ever thus, after every war. 
In 1960, when we were first being 
sucked into Vietnam, the federal budget 
was $98 billion. As our involvement 
increased, spending increased. By 1968 it 
was $184 billion. Today the budget is 
close to $240 billion — give or take a few 
billions. And, as Cap says, it’s going to 
stay there — or, go up; but not down. 
Back in 1917, before the boys went over 
there to make the world safe for democ-

racy, the federal budget was aobut $2 
billion. At the height of World War I, it 
rose to $18 billion. When Johnny came 
marching home, it dropped to $6 billion 
— three times what it was before the war 
started. 


Same thing with World War Two. In 
1940, Uncle Sam was spending $9 billion a 
year. In 1945, when we were going all- 
out, it was up to $98 billion. In 1947 it 
dropped to $37 billion —four times pre- 
Pearl Harbor. 
Now we get it in the neck again: $240 
billion and holding. 


THE PROBLEM, of course, is not just 
guns; 
it’s all th at butter. Despite 
screams that defense spending is eating 
us alive, the defense budget has been 
shrinking while the butter budget has 
been skyrocketing. 


In the past 20 years, spending for 
defense has increased 66 per cent. During 
those same years, federal spending on 
health, education and w elfare has 
zoomed 1,346 per cent. 
This year, out of every federal dollar, 
45 cents goes to HEW; 32 cents goes to 
defense. And almost every time the feds 
increase spending on welfare and educa­ 
tion, the states and county governments 
have to come up with matching funds. 
Which is why so many state and local 
governments are in financial hot water. 


NOW THE BIG deal back in Washing­ 
ton is “revenue sharing” with the states. 
This would tack another $5.3 billion on 
the federal budget; another $5.3 billion on 
the federal deficit. 
Depending on whether Congress goes 
for President Nixon’s or Rep. Wilbur 
Mills’ revenue sharing plan, California 
would get $590 million or $522 million a 
year. Which probably looks great to the 
bureaucrats out here; they tend to ignore 
the strings and controls attached. 
When you get right down to the nub of 
revenue sharing, it’s nothing but an easy 
way for states to engage in deficit 
spending. Deficit spending is prohibited 
by California’s constitution. 
Look at it this way. The state cannot 
incur a deficit. But the federal govern­ 
in' nt can. So the feds increase their 
deficit and share the red-ink funds with 
the state. Deficit spending by proxy.

Town Has Control 
If It Will Use It 


Many concerned citizens of Corte Ma­ 
dera are circulating a petition to rezone 
the proposed Madera del Presidio devel­ 
opment from R-2 multiple dwelling, to R- 
1 single family residential. The develop­ 
ers, Harter and Odenthal, have sent a 
blanket mailing to all homeowners in 
Corte Madera explaining their position. 
The most glaring misrepresentation in 
the letter is the statement that almost 500 
lots could be plotted under single family 
R-l zoning. There are 68 acres available 
for building, not including the proposed 
access road area. The minimum lot size 
for R-l is 7,500 square feet; this figure, 
divided into 43,560 square feet (one acre), 
permits 5.8 homes per acre, or a total of 
394.4 lots, but this is without streets. It is 
apparent that a developer could not get 
more than 280 homes built on an area 
such as this with its considerable slope. 
Under Planned Unit Development R-l, 
the developer could build 320 to 350 units 
without scarring the hill. 
The town does have control of subdivi­ 
sion building, regardless of the zoning, as 
well as control over all P U D . develop­ 
ments. It is misrepresentations like this 
that should give the citizens of Corte 
Madera pause as to what is happening to 
their town.

Advocates Of Hanoi 
Promoting War, Not 


WASHINGTON - What do you think of 
Americans who want American soldiers 
killed in Vietnam? And want the enemy 
to win? 
Aren’t they traitors? You be the jury. 
Here are some of the things you will 
want to consider: 
At 11:40 a.m. on April 19, 1972. 20 
Americans appeared at the Soviet Em ­ 
bassy and made a formal request that 
Moscow increase its military aid to North 
Vietnam. A statem ent issued by the 
group, calling itself the “ People’s Com­ 
mittee for an NLF Victory,” said: “ We 
encourage you (the Soviets) to continue 
and increase your aid.” They carried 
signs reading: “Avenge Hanoi and Hai­ 
phong.” And “Send More Missiles to 
Shoot Down More U.S. Planes.” 


HERE IS WHAT Sen. Barry Goldwa- 
ter, R-Ariz., would say to the jury as he 
said to the Senate last week: 
“I wonder if Sen. George McGovern 
feels ‘a sense of horror’ when he reads 
about Americans agitating in the streets 
for more equipment to kill American 
fighting men. I say that this is something 
that a man who aspires to be command­ 
er-in-chief of the U.S. armed forces can 
definitely be horrified about. I don’t know 
what others might think, but I believe the 
people who went to the Soviet Embassy 
and urged them to send missiles to shoot 
down U.S. planes are openly guilty of 
treason.” 
Miss Marya Mannes, the brilliant es­ 
sayist and critic, advances a different 
' view. She recently had an article in the 
New York Times in the form of a letter 
addressed to her by a friend in which she 
allows herself to be described as a 
“traitor” because she “ wanted the North 
Vietnamese to win.” 
She puts quotation marks around the 
use of “traitor” and other such words, 
perhaps to convey that she thinks she is 
supporting a very moral stand and that 
being a “traitor” under the circum­ 
stances she describes is a fine thing. 
Do you think so? 


MISS MANNES tries to make it appear 
very moral to “ want North Vietnam to 
win.” Her article argues that Hanoi has 
committed no offense in making war on

South Vietnam because “they are blood 
brothers, belonging together." She omits 
or does not know that at the 1954 Geneva 
conference, chaired by Russia and Brit­ 
ain, North and South Vietnam became 
separate states, each bound to respect 
the independence of the other. 


But if it is justifiable for Hanoi to 
attack the South on the ground that all 
Vietnamese are “blood brothers,” then it 
would be equally justifiable — as just a 
friendly war among “ blood brothers” — 
for West Germany to attack East Ger­ 
many to reunite the German nation. 
Miss Mannes also contends it is most 
unfair to call the massive North Vietnam­ 
ese invasion across the DMZ an “aggres­ 
sion.” 
But why isn’t it just as bald and naked 
an aggression as when the Nazi army 
poured across the Czech frontier to take 
the Sudetenland three decades ago, or as 
when the Russian army poured into 
Prague to stifle Czech independence in 
1968? 
And why shouldn’t Hanoi’s invasion be 
condemned as “aggression” ? Because, 
Miss Mannes contends, “Hanoi had no 
choice except force.” 


THIS SPECIOUS argument rests on the 
false premise that if a nation can’t get 
what it wants by negotiation, then it is 
quite all right to use force to get it. 
If this is sound reasoning, it is a most 
blatant defense of war — any war. First, 
a potential aggressor (but not really 
wanting to go to war if it can help it) 
proposes to take over its enemy by 
negotiation; then, if the enemy doesn’t 
wish to be taken over, there is “no choice 
except force.” 
Second, an honest case can be made 
that we should never have gone to the aid 
of South Vietnam and that we should be 
getting out faster. But going to the Soviet 
Embassy to ask Moscow to send more 
weapons to kill more Americans and 
cheering for a North Vietnamese victory 
— that’s something else. 
It doesn’t seem to me very moral or 
very worthy. 
It certainly doesn’t deserve support by 
honest war protesters. It is not protesting 
war. It is justifying war.

WASHINGTON — It is commonly ac­ 
cepted that the new, revolutionary style 
in spring fashions on campus began with 
the nasty speech movement at Berkeley 
back in 1964.

side Park and studied lazing on the new 
grass. Of an evening, they drank too 
much 15-cent draft beer at the West End 
Bar and Grill. When spring exams be­ 
came unbearable, an occasional serious 
scholar committed suicide by throwing 
himself down from the upper floors of 
John Jay Hall, but the majority worked it , 
off by organizing panty raids against s 
Barnard College across Broadway. 
As of that spring, very few students 
there had paid any mind to Adlai Steven­ 
son, but come fall there would be very 
little argument about his hero status. 
Some of the dispute would come from 
adm irers of Ike, the loudest part from 
champions of Vincent Hallinan, who car­ 
ried the presidential banner of the Inde­ 
pendent Progressive Party as heir to 
Henry Wallace’s 1948 following, and that 
was campus politics, 1952. 
There was no need to detail how 
drastically it had changed by the spring 
of 1968, when Mark Rudd and his SDS 
school wreckers took over in the name of 
peace in Vietnam, closed the campus 
down and bullied a university president 
out of office. 
Which brings us up toward last week, 
when light frost was still reported in 
outlying areas during the early morning 
hours, but daytime tem peratures were 
high enough along the eastern seaboard 
for spring festivities to commence. 


THIS TIME, a contingent of outside 
scholars seized Pupin Hall and vowed to 
hold it till the university halted all 
scientific work for the war effort; some 
black and Latin students took over the 
basement of Lewisohn Hall and said they 
would stay until the school did a better 
job helping the surrounding neighbor­ 
hood, and other students and visitors 
besieged and raided various other build­ 
ings demanding that the university sell 
its stock in corporations doing war work 
or doing business in South Africa. Of 
course, there were demands that the 
United States pull out of Vietnam imme­ 
diately, too, but now that the draft threat 
is minimal there was not much spirit 
about them. 
There was not much fire in the whole 
campaign, in fact. The celebrators threw 
enough bottles to panic the current presi­ 
dent into calling the police, and they 
methodically broke out the windowpanes 
in another building. But it was aimless 
and leaderless. The would-be instigators 
with their bullhorns drew more yawns 
than cries for blood. 
Many students locked out of captured 
classrooms calmly went to classes held 
elsewhere — some outdoors under the 
trees, some at fraternity houses, some at 
the good old West End Bar and Grill. And 
then came the historic moment: Some of 
the young men most determined to pro­ 
ceed with their education joined forces 
and recaptured key buildings from those 
trying to close down the school. 
At this writing, this Majority Coalition 
still had more territory to liberate, and 
the university administration was ex­ 
pressing pro forma reservations about 
any moves that might provoke violence 
between students. But the first blow for 
academic freedom had been struck, the 
genuine majority on campus was rem ain­ 
ing silent no longer, and the surprised 
anti-education guerrillas were gaining 
some painful insight about where their 
classmates stood.

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Training Provided Novato Police 
Now Extended To Tiburón Force 
After Novato incorporated, it 
hired the Marin County sher­ 
iff’s department to give it po­ 
lice protection. Then it hired 
Roy McLaren to set up its 
police department. 
McLaren set very high stan­ 
dards for the department. Some 
of his rules for his men at first 
seemed rather strict. No officer 
could drink in a bar in Novato, 
either on or off duty. No officer 
could accept any gift, even a 
cup of coffee. No officer could 
buy even groceries while in 
uniform. 
McLaren explained the rea­ 
sons for these rules. If an offi­ 
cer drank in a bar while off 
duty and then had to go in while 
on duty to make an arrest, it 
might prove embarrassing be­ 
cause someone might say he 
was in there getting drunk 
while off duty. By not accepting 
any gifts, the officer was not 
obligated to anyone. By not 
buying while in uniform, no 
store could say that police fa­ 
vored it. 


McLAREN ALSO set up high 
standards for training his men 
The word soon got around po­ 
lice departments. The Novato 
department was soon furnishing 
men to higher positions in other 
departments. 
Floyd Holloway became chief 
of police at Newport, Ore. 
Wayne Knutilla became chief of 
police at Gridley and now is 
assistant criminal analyst with 
the state Bureau of Criminal 
Statistics. William Cann took a 
job as captain with the San 
Bruno police. Otto Haiungs is 
the head of security for Sears 
Roebuck and Co. in Stockton. 
McLaren himself is now a 
supervisor with the Internation­ 
al Association of Chiefs of po­ 
lice in Washington, D.C. He was 
followed as chief by Robert 
diGrazia, who is now chief of 
police of St. Louis County, Mo.

TIBURON FOLLOWED No­ 
vato's example after it incorpo­ 
rated. It hired the sheriff’s de­ 
partment to do its police work. 
Now it is in the act of organiz­ 
ing its own police department. 
The city turned to Novato and 
hired Maurice Lafferty as its 
police chief. He had been one of 
the original men hired by 
McLaren in Novato. The lieu­ 
tenant of the new department is 
Michael Mannick, also of the 
Novato department. 
Lafferty said that he was 
going to set similar standards 
for the Tiburon department. He 
said he would stress a high 
amount of training for the men. 
He is going to try to change 
the image of the police in Tib­ 
uron, starting with the uniform. 
Police hats, which have identi­ 
fied the police for years, will be 
optional. The officer may wear 
his hat when he wants. There 
will be a limited amount of 
brass on the uniforms. Guns 
will be worn under the jacket. 
The new chief said he is going 
to stress correctional training 
for his men. This will be aimed 
at the youth of the community, 
he said. Of course it will be in 
addition to the regular system 
of criminal justice, he said. 
On July 1, Tiburon will have 
its own police department with 
three marked cars and one 
undercover car. It could be that 
in a few years, Tiburon also 
will be furnishing men to take 
higher positions in other police 
departments. 


Group Formed 
To Aid Students 


Sonoma State College stu­ 
dents have formed the Student 
Association for Legal Aid to 
raise funds to help students who 
have been evicted from their 
homes. 
Terry Fasoules, a junior psy­ 
chology major, said the group 
hopes to raise enough money to 
allow students to get legal as­ 
sistance when they are evicted 
and hope later to have legal 
counseling services for a varie­ 
ty of problems. 
The first fund raising event 
will be the showing of the film 
“ Performance” with Mick Jag- 
ger and James Fox, at 7 and 9 
p.m. Friday, Saturday and Sun­ 
day in the commons. 
The movie was filmed entire­ 
ly on location in London and 
deals with the underworld. 


One of the California Legisla­ 
ture’s favorite methods of in­ 
creasing school taxes is to au­ 
thorize more permissive 
overrides. Bills for several such 
increases have been introduced 
in the current session. 
Perhaps no other falsehood 
has been more widely circulat­ 
ed — and more widely believed 
— than that “school districts, 
alone among government enti­ 
ties, have their tax rates limit­ 
ed by law and must go to the 
voters to get any increase.” 
In fact, the general purpose 
tax limits of the school dis­ 
tricts, which cannot be raised 
without elections, have little 
relationship to their total taxing 
power. In addition to these, 
they can (and do) levy a wide 
assortment of special purpose 
“ overrides,” for none of which 
must they ask voters’ permis­ 
sion. 


THEY CAN LEVY overrides 
to pay for Social Security for 
employees, pension plans for 
employees, medical and hospi­ 
tal iasurance for employees, 
health and welfare benefits for 
employees. They can levy oth­ 
ers to finance special classes 
for handicapped minors and for 
adults, to finance children’s 
centers, to provide meals for 
needy pupils, to pay expenses 
of personnel commissions, and 
to pay the alleged additional 
cost of “junior high” programs 
in seventh and eight grades. All 
these are without limit. 
Community college districts 
also can levy taxes to put up 
buildings, again without limit. 
All districts can levy up to 5 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion in elementary or high 
school districts, or 10 cents in 
unified districts, as “ civic cen­ 
ter” tax. They can levy up to 15 
cents for repair of buildings. 
They can add 2 per cent to the 
total rate to replace the loss of 
personal property taxes 
through a “tax reform” mea­ 
sure that was passed four years 
ago. They can levy up to 10 
cents for fire and panic safety 
devices, up to 10 cents to bring 
buildings up to Field Act earth- 
quake-resistance standards, 
and up to 5 cents to pay the cost 
of “opportunity schools.” 
All these are on top of the 
“ rate limit” authorized by the 
voters. 


THE RATES of most special 
districts, other than school dis­ 
tricts, are limited by statute 
with no increase for any pur­ 
pose allowed without voter ap­ 
proval. Cities have a few pur­ 
poses for which they can levy 
overrides without going to the 
voters, but the list is by no 
means so long as that allowed 
school districts. 
The number of these school 


district hidden taxes grows al­ 
most every year. 
This year, hitched to the cur­ 
rent concern over bombings 
and vandalism is Senate Bil 
1416 by state Sen. John W 
Holmdahl, D-Oakland. It would 
permit a levy of 10 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to pay 
for security guards at schoo 
buildings. 
SB 152 by state Sen. Nicholas 
C. Petris, another Oakland 
Democrat, would permit an in­ 
crease in the tax levy for meals 
for needy children to cover any 
deficiency in the amount levied 
the previous year. 
Assembly Bill 147 by Assem­ 
blyman Eugene A. Chappie, R- 
Sacramento, would double — 
from 5 cents to 10 cents — the 
levy permitted to finance “ op­ 
portunity schools.” 


AND IN LINE with the cur- 
rent trend toward “ middle 
schools,” which extends a jun­ 
ior high-type program down to 
sixth grade, AB 1923 by Assem­ 
blyman Alister McAlister, D- 
San Jose, would permit the 
junior high override to apply to 
sixth grades. 
The junior high override is a 
strange one. It permits an un­ 
limited levy for the alleged 
increased cost of a modified 
high school program in seventh 
and eighth grades (and in sixth 
grade, if McAlister’s bill pass­ 
es). School district bookkeeping 
being what it is, even auditors 
usually are unable to determine 
whether the tax is being used 
entirely for increases caused by 
the program change.

ddy, wras “unfortunate.” For 
the council to say the planning 
commission was “remiss was 
unforgiveable and not fair to 
us,” he said. 


McGillicuddy had said the 
commission was delaying mas­ 
ter plans and planned unit de­ 
velopments in some areas until 
the general plan wras revised, in 
effect placing a moratorium on 
them. 


Commissioner James R. Gor­ 
don said he hoped the council 
‘’doesn’t make decisions based 
on one side; both sides should 
be heard.” 


C om m issioners explained 
how their agenda is set up and 
matters were continued. 


Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
said he was concerned about 
items being carried over and 
felt “it wras potentially unfair.” 
and that any item carried over 
should be given an early spot 
on the next agenda. 


Councilman George C. Quesa­ 
da said the commission could 
apply to the council for a “spe­ 
cific area moratorium,” if it 
w'ere ‘ in the midst” of a plan 
for that area.
